Just prior tp the recent
finanecln! troubles on the mainland an
exentsion had been arranged, the plans
having progressed so fnrl that it was
wimply a gquestion of signing theé ehar-
ter, the boat secured at that time bes
ing the Opcanie 8. 8 Sierma. The
troubles in the money murket settled
that ¢xenrsion for the time being, how-
ever, but now those promoting the ex-
sursion have & tentative ebarter on the
Miorra agnin, with business men in Los
Angoles rendy to put up the $42,000
guarantes with the compnny, while ef-
forts nre nlso being mnde to seonre
either the Governor or the President,
the two new wvessels of the Pacifie
Const company, which will bo laid up
from the Alaskn run for the wintor.
As there are mo better or newer bonts
on the Cloast than these, an offort will
bo made to secure one of Lhem if possi-
ble.

Mr. (Childs smggests thut the eompany
might be glad to eharter both steam-
ors, one to bring an excursion here from
Beattle and Spokane, the other to run
from San Pedro,

The people of Los Angeles are work-
ing hard in nn effort to seenre direct
stenmship eompeetion with Honololu,
There iv no question about the prssen-
gor traflie that ean be sooured and none
eoncorning the Hawali-bound freight
eargo, What is holding back the schemae
now is the question of return freights.
Southern Californin eannot handle suo-
gar and the matter of fresh frmits has
not been worked up enough to indoes
capitnl to take the risk in the mntter,
Los Angelos is roady to provide freight
from lier end nnd passengers for both
wiys and if Honoluly wonld gunrantes
freight one way the matter of stoam-
ship eonneetion nnd the doubling or

It is undoubtedly the best handbook
of Hawaii that has ever been gotten
put. The Promotion Committee could
not do hettor than to see that it is
rondily obtainable by tourists, and thore
i8 no resident of the lslands, but will
find it n convenient and interesting
riference book for the very many
things that evervons who wants to foel
well informed conerrning the Islands
ought to know, but whieh unfortunately
ke finds ho s not quite sure of,

The mups have all been prepared es-
pecially for this work and are the most
npto-date maps of the Islands in ex-
istenee,  In pddition to the ordinary
style of maps, photographic reprodue.
tions of Doan W. T, Pope’s relief maps
of the several islands Kave been intro-
dueed to ndvantage,

Tho illustrations have been well chos-
on and well reproduced and so fur ns
illustrations enn within the scope of
sich a work as this, they give compre.
hensive and neournte ideas of condis
tions and seenery,

In the preface Principal Baldwin thus
states the prineiples that have guided
him in the preparation of the goog-
mphy, ‘% = = = the author has
had to reply on teaching expericnes in
detormining the genem! pature and
seope of the work, ®* * * In view
of the faet that there has beon a lack
of aceurate data on the Hawailan
group, it has seemed necessary to gon-
form the text to the interests of the
teacher ns well as to the requirments
of the pupil. The hook is designed
primarily as a soiree of luformation
whereby the subject may be presented
topicaily, **

It is ns a souree of information that
the book is of pro-eminent merit. This
information is given in compact form.

A rending of the book eonvinees at
onee of Mr, Baldwin’s thorough equip-
ment for this work along the liues of
the geology and the topograpby of the
Iglands, and these subjects lio natursl-
Iy at the foundation of such a work
ns thig, Mr. Baldwin knows the geology
of the Tslands thoronghly because he
har studied it on the ground; and he
knowk the topography beesuse he has
boen slmost everywhere in the Islands
nnd given attention to the subject, On
the bistorieal side, too, hie is well equip-
ped.

For
instance the word ““Pali’’ which is
purely loenl in its meaning and vse
is nowhere defined in the book, and i
used lposely in two or three different
sonsas sometimes within the compass
of n single paragraph. On page 102,
speaking of Mukowno it is stated that
““n owell equipped foreign ehureh s
eentrully located ete.”’ This ean con-
vey no clear or enncise Idea to novous
not intimately familiar with opr Inland
eolloquinlism, and the use of the w..d
“ foreign’’ in the sense in whieh it is
psed in  this ploce is  fast  being
nbundoued as we get farther away
from the conditions that mude it »
eonveniont term.
